The formal transfer and deliver y of |. 


Russian America to the United States 
Government took place to day, Octeber 
18th, Capt. Peteschanroff acting as 
Commissioner on behalf of the’ Russian 
Government, aud Maj.-Gen. Rousseau 
on behalf of the United States. At 
9 o’clock P.M. a battalion of United 
States troops under command of Major 
Charles O. Wood, of the Ninth Infan- 


try, were drawn up in line in front of 


the Governor’s' residence, whére the 
transfer took place. By 34 o’clock a 
large concourse of people assembled, 


including Americans and Russians of 


all classes, Oreoles and Indians, who 
Were eager witnessés of the ceremonies.

She 
lost all her.boats, considerable sail and 
rigging were carried away, her chron- 
ometer was ed and all her fires 
but four were put out, and these were 
only gral alive by burning oil, . tallow, 
a candles and like substan- 
ces. shipped an, immense~ sea, 
which “did gree injury to the powder 
jiu her magazines. Forty-six sailors 
were wounded while on duty during 
the storm, but none killed. General 
Rousseau and his son George and staff 
were aboard. The hurricane lasted 18 
hours, and the entire storm between 36 
and 40 hours.
